He always managed the finances of 
the ‘brothers, and through his shrewd- 
mess created an enterprise which, start- 
tne originally as a. 5-cent show in apn 
obscure’ town in the West, absorbed the 
largest circus interests in the country. 
These brothers now own the Ringling, 
Barnum & Bailey and Forepaugh- -Sells 
shows. 

The seven Ringling brothers, Augustus, 
Al, Otto Alf, John, Charles and Henry, 
began in Baraboo, Wis., in 1882. In 1888 
their show was able to take to the rail- 
road, and two years later it had grown 
to such proportions that it was ex-
